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THE BANK CHARTER ACT, 1844. 
Ir cannot be a matter for surprise at such a juncture, that public 
attention should be called tothe Bank Act of 1844. We shal! not 
be suspected, after the resistance which, almost single-handed, we 
offered to that enactment at the time it was passed, and the nu- 
merous occasions on which we have since pointed out its defects, 
of any desire to shield it from fall and ample discussion. At the 
same time, it is but too evident, that the subject is being now 
approached in the heat and excitement of a most exaggerated 
alarm, which are ill calculated to secure for it a safe solution. 


The troth is, that there are many classes of objectors | 
to the Act of 1844, who entirely disagree with each other | 


upon the fundamental grounds of their objection. The Act of 
1844 was said by its authors to to be the complement of the Act 
of 1819 ; they contended that depreciation of bank notes was not 
provided against, by a provision for their convertibility, but that 
the further restrictions of the Act of 1844 were necessary to 
secure that object. We, among others, have contended against 
that doctrine, and against the restrictions of the Act of 1844, as 
being entirely unnecessary for their professed object, which was 
sufficiently secured by the Act of 1819, and as imposing fetters 
upon the discretion of tie Bank Directors, which in their opera- 
tion were either useless or mischievous. But there is auother 
class of objectors to the Act of 1844, with whom, more than any 
theorists upon currency questions, we disagree, viz., those who 
contend for inconvertibie bank notes without limit, and are there- 
forc opposed to the Act of 1819, and to the Act of 1844, only 
because it makes that of 1819 more stringent. And we are bouad 
to say that the arguments directed against the Act of 1844 by 
many who would not admit their opposition to that of 1819 would, 
if carried to their legitimate conclusion, eud in au inconvertible 
paper currency. 

The trath is, that no one who believes in the necessity of con- 
vertibility, however much he may object to the unnecessary and 
pedantic restrictions of the Act of 1844, can refuse to recognise 
the jcstice of the originai principle upon which it is based, or 
can fail to see that without any Act of Parliament the Bank 
would be equally bound to regard that principle, while, however, 
it would be exercised, not by an unbending and iron rule, but by 
sound discretion from time to time. What is that principle? It 
is simply that the Bank of England, having large obligations in 
the shape of baok notes and deposits, all payable at any momeut 
on demand, shall keep such a reserve of bullion in its coffers as 
stall enable it at all times to meet ite liabilities ;—that is, that 
‘the convertibility of bank notes, and the re-paymen: of deposits, 
shall always be secured. Bat in order to gain those objects 
% say that it is necessary, whatever the circumstances may be, 
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whether a drain of gold is progressing or has been arrested, whe- 
ther trade is sound or unsound, whether imports have been in 
excess or not, whether the dividends are to be paid the following 
week, or at a remote time, to maintain cer‘aia fixed and immove- 
able relations between the notes in circulation and the dullioa ia 
the Bank, is simply to discard all judgment and discretion in the 
management of the Bank, and to expose the public at times, 
it may be, to the most needless pressure and inconvenience :—an 
inconvenience too created mainly by the alarm consequent on the 
provisions of the act itself, as was made so manifest in October 
1847, when the panic was entirely allayed by a letter from the 
Government to the Bank authorising the suspension of the Act, 
although after all its provisions were never invaded. 

That it is imperative upon the Bank to retain a sufficient stock 
of bullion to secure the couvertibility of the notes and the repay- 
ment of deposits, all sound thinkers will readily admit. Bat thet 
the same proportion of gold to the Bank’s liabilities is, under all 
| circumstances, required for that ourpose, few who have reflected 
| upon the subject will contend. Yet such is the Act of 1844. But 
| we are anxious not to confound with the objections to that Act, the 
| fandamental duty of every banker, and of the Bank of Eagiand 

like others, to retain enfficient reserves to meet all demands upon 
| them. The solvency of banks rests more upon an observance of 

this rule than upon any other. Let us for a moment trace 

the chain through allits links from the small trader up to the 
| Bank of Eogland, and we shall find that all who are prudent act 
| upon the same priaciple, and that all are ultimately dependent 
| upon the reserve of gold held by the Bank. A trader in the 

provinces finds it necessary always to have a_ certain 
| amount within his command to meet his fabilities; ho 
| keeps a certain cash balance, but he keeps a certain further sam 
| in bills of exchaage running towards maturity: these he regards 
as cash, because he relies upon his power to discount them as they 
are wanted, with the provincial banker :—the provincial banker, 
in his turn, keeps a certain reserve in cash, bat be relies to meet 
unnsual demands, if they arise, apon his ability to re-disconnt 
bills in Lombard street, or to sell securities:—the broker in 
Lombard street, in his turn, undertakes enormous obligations by 
| way of advances on bills and securities, and in the event of de- 
| mand has recourse to the Bank of England; but here we have 
| reached the end of the chain:—the Bank of Eugiand has no 
| resource except upon its own vanlis; and if they are allowed to 
| become unduly empty, every link down the chain will suffer 
| inconvenience. If the Bank cannot advance to the broker in 
J.ombard street, ne cannot secure accommodation to the pro- 
| viacial banker, and he in his tarn cannot secure it to his cas- 
tomer. It may be that bankers do not resort to bill brokers, 
or bill brokers to the Bank of England, but it is the knowledge 
that in case of necessity they can do so, that enables them with 
confidence to continue their ordinary accommodation to their cus- 
tomers. It is, therefore, very plain that it is of the greatest con- 
sequence to all traders that the Bank of England shall so manage 
its affairs as to preclude the possibility of its bullion sinking so 
low as to endanger the convertibility of the note, or to render 
it needfal for that purpose to refase those advances on which the 
trade of the country so mach depends. 
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The interest which the domestic traders of the couutry have in |} 


the course takea by the Bankto prevent adraia of balliou oy esta- 
blishing a high rate of interest is more obvious when we consider 
that if the drain were permitted to coutinue, it would beonly to 


feed speculators abroad, and to deprive tbe internal trade of | 


the country of its ordinary sources of accommodation. A 


high rate of interest, therefore, which diverts foreiga exchange | 


operations from this market, is in truth the best security that our 
own trade will be protected from inconvenience. We trust, 
therefore, in the discussions which take p'ace upon the Bank Act 


of 1844, people will not confoued the mischievous restric'ions of | 


of that Act with the sound doctrine of convertibility of the Bank 
note, or with that necessary law of banking that requires that a 
reserve shali be kept sufficient to meet whatever demands may 
be made. And, above all things, let it be borne in mind that 
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i ld be more likely to sap the foundation of all credit 
auto paae act that endangered cash payments by the Bank, and 
which can only be secured by @ proper regard to the bullion held 
by that establishment.

THE BANK OF ENGLAND AND THE BANK OF 
FRANCE. 


Tue Bank of England has again raised the rate of discount to 
| 6 per cent. upon bills not having more than sixty days to run, 
| and to 7 per cevt. upon bills having more than sixty and not 
more than ninety-five days to run :—for longer dated bills no mini- 
| mum rate is fixed. The Bank of France has also raised the rate 
| of discount to 6 per cent. These changes have taken place in 

the face of returns which would appear fully to justify some 

action in that direction. The monthly returns of the Bank of 
| France made up to the 11th inst. show a farther reduction in the 
amount of bullion equal to 2,280,000/. The bullion in the Bank 
| st Paris and the branches amounts by that return to 9,240,000/. 
| The bills under discount show an increase of 2,000,000/, amount- 
ing to the sam’ of 19,200,000/. Thejweekly returns off the Bank 
of England made up to the 13th, show a further reduction in the 
bullion to thé amount of 527,000/; but the securities, both public 
and private, show also a considerable reduction. Tous, for two 
| ghecessive weeks, there has now been a decrease of private 
| securities, which would indicate that the pressure for advances hac 


| lessened. 





The decrease of bullion, however, still continues steadily week 
by-week ; and it is understood that during the last week since these 

| returns were made up there bas been a further diminution. There 
are, however, reasons for believing that the recent demands upon 
| the Bank have not arisen so much for exportation as for home use. 
Thenecessary accompaniment of scarcity in any article is a disposi- 
tion on the part of consumers and dealers to increase their stocks, 

| and to hold with greater pertinacity when prices are rising. This 
_is-peculiarly true as regards money. If scarcity is apprehended 
| and prices are rising, every merchant and banker throaghout the 
' country strengthens his reserve, and is less disposed to part with 
|| what. he has, An unusual pressure from this cause is created for 
'| discounts in anticipation of the time when the money will be 
wanted. More bank notes anda larger stock of coin are held by 

| conutry bankers than usual, and although the increase of coin in 
| each establishment is not serious, yet when we consider their 
| number, the aggregate effect upon the Bark of Enzland, the only 
| source of supply, is serious. There is no doubt, then, that the 
recent pressure for discounts and demand for gold have both been 





unavoidably aggravated by those causes. Another reason which 
has led to the withdrawal of coin from the Bank, is the usual 
demand which is invariably experienced on the payment of the 
| dividends, 





It would thus appear that there have been two causes in opera- 
tion, one abroad and one at home, which have at least consider- 
ably aided in producing the recent drain, but both of which have 
been of an antitipatory character, and which are likely therefore 
to lead to some early, though perhaps not very strong, reaction. 
| The operations by which bullion has been withdrawn to the Con- 
| tinent must heve ‘to a great extent becn performed either by col- 
| lecting English bills for the purpose, and thas creating a fature 
| scarcity when they would otherwise have come forward ia the 
| ordinary course of business, or by drawing bills expressly for the 


| 
' 


purpose, which might easily be done by the great exchange 
bankers without exciting much attention, and especially if they 
were put iuto circulation through indirect chaunels. To some 
extent we have reason to believe such was done. But then, as 
| those bills become due, means must de found to provide for them, 
and unless another set of bills are put in circulation to meet the 
first, and sent to the Bank for discount, a considerable portion 
of the bullion must soon return. But as it will be a matter of 
calculation of the cost, to some extent, whether those bills will be 
redrawn, the obvious tendency of the high rate of discount in 
London will be to induce to the transmission of bullion. In 
whatever way, therefore, the large amount of bullion recently -ex- 
ported has been paid for, it is certain that sooner or later must the 
balance be restored to this country. At the present time it may 
| be said to be represented by bills now under discount in London. 

Again, so far as regards the internal causes of demand, if 
bankers and others have strengthened their reserves, not only 
will that operation not require to be renewed, but the additional 
balances now held in excess of the ordinary amount will in the 
course of time find their way again into employment, and lead to 
a corresponding ease in the demaud upon the Bank when such 
takes place. 

We are in no way disposed to blame the Bank Directors for the 
course they have adopted to meet the pressure upon them by raising 
the rate of discount. It is the only legitimate means by which a 
drain can be counteracted, and if they had not done so, it is certain 
that already large amounts of capital would have found their way 
out of the country foruse abroad. Indeed, if we would blame the 
Bank at all, it would be for postponing that policy so long. 
Having reduced the rate of discount in June to 3 per 
cent. when the bullion stood at 18,000,000/, they wit- 
nessed a rapid reduction week by week, and took no 
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steps to avert it, until, on the 6th of Soptantoer 

having fallen to 14,217,000/, they raised rain te ¢ pant 
and then by such rapid strides week after‘week, ‘with oni mee 
intermissions, until it reached the present hi ‘rateyandithus nan 
rally tended to create much alarm and - <f they had 
begun at least five weeks earlier, when the builion ‘had fallen to 
16,000,000/, and raised the rate of discount more gradually, not 
only would it have been more effectual for the objeot,, but less 
alarm would have been excited. While, therefore, we are rather 
disposed to find fault that this course had not been taken earlier. 
than that it should be taken at all, we are atthe same time 
anxious to impress upon the public that, acting upon sounder 
principles than at any former time, the Bank Directors have taken 
these stringent and precautionary measures at a period when 
their resources are much less exhausted than they did in 1947 
and that there is every reason to hope that the consequence will 
be to prevent any such disturbance as then took place. Just let 
us glance at the condition of the Bank now and at that time. 


By the returns in the present week the condition of the Bank 
stands as follows :—

On April 3, 1847, the bullion was reduced to 10,246,000/; the 
private securities stood at 18,136,000/, and the reserve of ‘notes. 
at 2,832,000/, and up to that time the rate of discount was kept 
at 4 per cent. } 

On the 10th of April the bullion had fallen to 9,867,000/; and | 
the reserve of notes to 2,558,000/, and the rate was raised to 5. 
per cent.; and, without any material change in the condition of 
the Bank, it stood at that rate till the 7th of August, when it was 
raised to 5} per cent. 

On the 18th of September, the rate of discount was raised to 
6 per cent. ; but at that date the bullion was reduced to 8,800,000v,. i 





from which it gradually fell to 8,313,0002, with a reserve of 
notes of ouly 1,547,270/, when the rate was again raised to 8 per || 
cent., and in the following week the reserve was reduced to 
1,176,0001. 

In 1847 the Bank was jastly blamed for not taking stringent 
measures sifficiently early as the chief reason why the monetary 
difficulties became so aggravated. When the rate of discount 
was then raised to 6 per cent., the bullion in the Bank was re 
duced below its present amount by about 3,000,000/. There is, 
therefore, every reason to hope that the earlier precautions now | 


taken by the Bank will keep the country secure from the derauge- |/ 


ment which it suffered in 1847. ‘Trade is sound ; prices are h 
and importations are profi able, and likely to remain so, stocks 
being so Jow ; aud whether money be a little dearer or a little 
ours is @ matter of less consequence, if only credit be not de- 
ranged, 





INTERFERENCES WITH TRADE. 


Tae Government of France, by the instramentality of the Prefect || 
of Police, late!y regulated the price at which meat should be sold 
in Paris. ‘The terms of the decrees were as follows :— 

Art. 1. On and after the 16th of the present month, butchers’ meat / 
shall be subjected to prices fixed regularly by the authorities, 

Art, 2,,The-price shall be fixed every fortnight for every kiod of meat, 
according to the returns. made at the Caisse de Poissy, and to the weight 
of meat ascertained to have been sent from the public slaughter-houses 
of Paris during the preceding fortnight. 

Art. 3. For beef, the meat, with respect to the selling price by rétall, |, 
shall be divided into three categories :—1st, the buttock, the veiny piece, 
the rump, the sirloin, and the thick flank; 2nd, the shoulder, the kidneys, 
and surrounding fat, the ribs, the neck; and 3rd, the sticking-piece, the 
middle ribs, andthe shin. The fillet (ander-cut of the sirloin), when 
detached, is considered as viande de luxe, and will not be subjected tothe 
fixed price. 

And so it went on regulating the price of vein meat and meat 
of achoice description. This ordinance encountered difficulties 
from its first promulgation, for the Prefect of Police in a sabse- 
quent paper stated :— a °° 

In settling every for:night the basis of the price, my administration 
will not forget that the fixing of the tariff for meat, like that of bread, 
must result from the impartial conciliation of the interests of the butcher 
and consumer. This truth, which has not, perhaps, been sufficiently 
understood by the corporation of butchers, will henceforth be confirmed 
by the intervention of the authorities. With this view Art. 6 prescribes 
the delivery to every purchaser, without any demand on his part, of & 
paper setting forth the designation of the sort of meat purchased, the 
category to which the piece belongs, the weight, and the price. The 
guarantee to the consumer consists entirely in the rigorous execation 
of this measure, and I cannot too strongly recommend it to your notice, 

Here is a heap of additional business or trouble created a 
any corresponding advantage. It shows at once that the results 
of all such contrivances are evil. When we have Jately bad 
bear our willing testimony to the enlightened views of the Peeage 
Government in respect to the corn trade, we feel only mortifica: 
tion at seeing it diverge so decidedly in this case from the prip 
ciples of free trade. It finds imitators ; or rather a commoa 1gu0- 
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rance and a common desire to make by violence things conform 
to-an unenlightened will, induces the mob of London and the 
Prefect of Police of Paris to adopt a similar policy. Last Sunday 
there was an assemblage in Hyde Parkof some 4,000 people, at 
which it was loudly declared that the price of provisions, parti- 
cularly of bread, was higher than it ought to be ; that the farmers 
were leagned together, at the instigation of the Government, to 
keep up the price of provisions ; that the meeting would have it 
reduced ; that there was no doubt they should be successful, as 
they had succeeded in defeating the Sunday Trading Billand re- 
modelling the Beer Bill; that they must not cease to agitate till 
they bad succeeded ; and to this end, after half-killing an honest 
journeyman baker, who told them some unwelcome truths, they 
resolved to meet in Hyde Park again to-morrow, There is a 
difference in the means used by the mob and the Prefect, accord- 
ing to the circumstances of each ; but the object which each con- 
templates, that of procuring by force a reduction in the price of 
provisions, is precisely the same. The mob is acting on the lesson 
taught to it in the summer, and, having then obtained its end by 
influencing the Legislature, it now hopes and believes it can by 
the same means reduce the price of bread. If the Prefect by his 
regulations could redace the price of meat, they would be justified 
in supposing that the Parliament could achieve the same object ; 
but the Prefect or his Imperial master is acting on erroneous as- 
sumptions, and his proceeding is to be condemned as setting a 
pernicious example to ignorant mobs all over the world. 


It is perfectly clear that the regulation of the Prefect cannot 
add one ounce to the supply of meat, while to comply with his 
regulations will cause a great deal of additional labour for which 
somebody must be paid, That somebody will have a share of the 
meat for his. trouble, and there will be less to be divided amongst 
the other people, and to them it will be dearer, It is also per- 
fectly clear from the same circumstance, that the less the supply 
is hampered by restrictions the cheaper the meat will be. There 
will be so muca less trouble in getting it. For all the impediments 
laid in the wey of the butcher to carry on his trade the consumer 
must pay. On that condition alone can he be supplied. But the 
consumer has only a certain quantity of other goods or money to 
give for meat, and as he will not, or cannot, pay the additional price 
which is required for the additionable trouble; he will get less 
for the same money. He will be proportionably stinted or 
starved. The regulation intended to make the meat cheaper to 
the consumer will infallibly make it dearer. 

The more money or other commodities the butcher can obtain 
for his meat—which the restrictions will lessen—the more he will 
be able to give for the carcase or for the live animal, the larger 
will be the radius whence he can draw his supplies, the greater will 
be his exertions, and the larger the quantity he will bring to the 
market. Whatever, therefore, diminishes his rewards, whatever ex- 

him to additional trouble without adding to his emoluments, 
‘acis from bis motives for exertion, lessens his means to pur- 
chase, disables him from bringing supplies from a distance, and 
lessens the quantity of meat in the market. In the present cir- 
cumstances of Paris drawing its supplies of meat from a consider- 
able distance, and London competing for those supplies—for 
‘weekly we import cattle from the Continent—the policy of the 
Prefect, directly at variance with sound principle, is. terribly in- 
jurious, and must diminish the supply of meat Very much in Paris, 
and enhance iis price to the consumer. 

The principle that the more free is any kind of business the 
cheaper it can be performed, is universally true; and applies to 
our bakers and millers and farmers as wel! as to the butchers 
of Paris. They have under freedom no other than nataral and 
unavoidable ditliculties to overcome, and they can supply the 
market in the cheapest possible manner. It is quite impossible 
for any Government, however skilful and powerfal, either to 
equalise natural difficulties, or make all the restrictions it im- 
poses on different trades exactly equal for all. Of course a mob 
can do no such great work. The consequence of every interference, 
therefore, whether by a Prefect or a mob, is to make the business 
interfered with iess advantageous than some other. People with- 
draw from the hampered business or do not enter iato it, and 
that part of the essential work of society ceases to be well done. 
We might expect Prefects, though not mobs, to know that “ money 
“ price is the nicely-poised balance with whichNature weighs and 
“ distributes to her children their respective shares ot her gifts, to 
“prevent waste and make them last till reproduced. Itis an 
“ index to the wants of society—the finger of Heaven indicating 
“to all men how they may employ their time and talents most 
‘* profitably for themselves and most beneficially for society.” Thus 
a low price, particularly a constrained and artificial low price, dis- 
courages production; it is tantamoun: to a command not to pro- 
duce the low-priced commodity ; while a high price encourages 
produaciion, and ia a loud summons to men to produce more. A 
low price encourages large consumption, and even permits waste. 
‘A high price discourages consumption and puts an end to waste. 
Thus the high price the Prefect and the mob are endeavouring to 
prevent is the great nataral or ordained means both of checking 
consumption in due time when too rapid, so as to ensure a con- 
tinnal supply, and of procuring an additional and a larger supply. 
The low price they are equally anxious to establish is the means 


“1 of encouraging consumption and waste, and preventing future 
eee ee eee 
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supplies. They are both counteracting their own desires, and are 
ignorantly producing the effects they are anxious to avoid. They 
are both helping to produce famine hereafter. 

All experience proves that the best way—the very best way 
to ensure such abundancé as Heaven vouchsafes—is to leave the 
markets entirely free. Onr journal has continually quoted illus- 
trations of this great truth. From the commencement of its ex- 
istence, our labours have been continually directed to illustrate 
it. Every act of Parliament that bas removed a restraint has 
tended to demonstrate it; and we see with deep regret that on 
both sides of the Channel it is not yet recognised, and that there 
are still men hig’ in office, and men influential from their nom- 
bers, who expect to promote abundance and cheapness by impos- 
ing hateful restrictions on the classes by whose industry the mar- 
kets are supplied. The mob will not be allowed to succeed: the 
Prefect has succeeded so far, aud he may probably live to regret 
his success. 

The Prefect, however, has au excuse or pretext for his inter- 
ference which the mob has not. Here most kinds of domestic 
production and exchange are free—public houses and cab licenses, 
with similar iofringements ou freedom, are exceptions—in Paris thre 
trade of the butcher and most other trades are regulated, and are 
close monopolies. ,The Prefect, therefore, inter‘eres to correct what 
he supposes is the result of a monopoly. This shows the evil of the 
system. One departure from aright prisciple compels another, 
till the deviation becomes unbearable, and then the evil gets par- 
tially cured, or, if the authorities be wise, wholly remedied. ‘The 
Prefect’s remedy, however, being, like the monopoly which it is 
intended to correct, an error and an evil, meets with opposition. 
The monopolists think themselves injured, and, like angry people 
who cannot resist, have recourse to tricks in what they regard as 
self-defence.. Loud complaints are uttered against the proceed- 





ings to which the butchers have had recourse to revenge them. || 
They and their customers have got | 
to loggerheads ; they have already ceased to make their joints as | 


selves for the interference. 


appetising as. possidje ; and the authorities are called on further to 
interfere to protect the buyers, More trouble, more cost, andas- 


sared'y a still diminishing supply of meat, will be the conse- || 


quence. However, light gleams through the murky confusion. 
The opposition of the. monopolists excites the wrath of 
the authorities, and they may be brought to do that 
from anger which they have not done from reason and justice. 
It is said not to be improbable that a decree, destroying the 
monopoly and declaring the butcher trade in Paris free, will be 
issued. Though the motive for the decree under such circum- 
stances will be a wrong one, and the Government may get dis- 
credit rather than credit by it, the public will benefit by the Prefect 
carrying out the principle of interference till it engenders strife 
between the butchers aud their customers and the authorities, 
an@ in the end forces the adoption of free trade as the only 
remedy. 





TRADE OF MEMEL. 


In the Abstract of Reports on the Trade of various Countries and 
Places for 1854, received by the Board of Trade, through the- 
Foreign Office, from Her Majesty’s Ministers and Cousals, there 
isthe following account of the trade of Memel. We republish it, 
because the subject has for some been one of great interest, ani 
very exaggerated notions have been entertained of the advantages. 
which Memel is supposed to have derived from being one of the 
principal depots for carrying on the trade between Russia and 
Other countries :-— 


It cannot be denied, that the trade of Memel during the year 1854. 


considerably increased, in consequence of the blockade of the Russian 
ports; and it would seem to be shown by the statistical reports, that 
Memel had seldom experienced so prosperous a commercial year. But 
on a closer examination it will soon be seen, that the bright hopes 
formed in the spring, with respect to the trade of Memel, soon vanished ; 


for the ordinary trade of Memel has suffered by the almost incredible | 


increase of expense, arising from the extensive transit trade to and 
from Russia, such as freights, rents, expenses of carriage transport, and 
labour. 

But commission business has by no means produced the benefit which 
was expected, principally because the localities and offices did not suffice 
for such extraordinary exigencies, and that consequently at first great 
sacrifices were inevitable. 

These difficulties were further increased by the fire, and the destruction 
of all the commission offices and store-houses. On the other hand, the 
labourers were seldom in such constant employment and high pay, which 
enabled them to bear the general dearness of provisions, 

With regard to the navigation, it appears that there arrived in 1454, 
782 vessels, and about 80,000 lasts more than in 1853, and that there 
cleared out 608 vessels, with about 50,000 lasts more then in 1853. The 
freights were high; nevertheless the gains were not so large as in ordi- 
nary times, as the expenses of hire and outfit were very high from the 
commencement of the navigation. The internal navigation reaped an 
unprecedented large profit. The demand for boats, chiefly for the transit 
of goods to and from Russia, was s0 great that, even at incredibly high 
profits, the demand could not be supplied. For instance, whilst in pre- 
vious years the freight per boat from Memel to Kowno, on the Russian 
frontler, amounted to something about 5 gros. per cwt; the same in the 
autumn of 1854 increased to from 60 to 93 gros., which makes almost 
ten times the whole freight from Memei to England. 

It may be considered that the principal advantage held out to Meine, 
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veyed by necessity to and from Russia via Memel, will still continue to 
take the same route; that is, provided Russia will continue to maintain 
her present lyberal system introduced in consequence of the war, and 
which may be the Jess to be doubted, inasmuch as it has considerably 
diminisbed the smuggling trade.

This table throws some light on the statement made last week 
relative to Russia having latterly derived her supply of tea from 
China through Western Europe. Our exports of tea, it will be 
seen, in the nine months of 1855 are almost double our exports in 
the nine months of 1854, and more than double our exports in the 
nine months of 1853. It will be seen by the tablethatthe chief ang- 
mentation of exports has taken place to Prussia, from 1,604,428 lbs 
in 1854 to 4,030,830 lbs in 1855; to the Hanseatic towns, from 
1,192,765 Ibs to 2,229,361 lbs; to Denmark, from 220,473 lbs in 
1854 to 613,292 lbs in 1855. All these are places whence Russia 
might receive supplies, and none of them are likely to require 
such additional quantities of tea for their own consumption. The 
increase in the exports to them, about 4,000,000 lbs, accounts for 
the bulk of the increase in the exports, and confirms the state- 
ment that Russia now derives her supply of tea by the route of 
the Atlantic. Her imports from Asia overland were :—

After the northern ports of Europe, the places to which the 
exports of tea have most increased are Turkey (independent of 
the Principalities), Malta, and Gibraltar, which is due partly to 
the war, and partly we hope to an extended use of tea—as thig 
is a sign of growing softness of manners and civilisation—in Spain 
and Turkey. To our own colonies, except the twojast named, the 
increase is not much, though we are surprised to see tea amongst 
our exports to India, and surprised to see the large quantity sent 
in 1853 to Australia, which is habitually in direct communication 
with China. The quantity, however, diminished in 1854, and di- 
minished still more in 1855. That England should in nine months 
export 10,000,000 Ibs of tea to some forty different countries in 
all parts of the world, and should import upwards of 80,000,000 
lbs of tea (in 1854, 85,792,760 lbs) in a year, is an astonishing 
example of the increase in our business and our opulence result- 
ing from trade. In 1840 we imported only 28,021,882 Ibs of tea, 
on the average 30,000,000 lbs, aud the trade, therefore, has been 
almost trebled in 15 years. It is only necessary, we think, to see 
amongst the places to which we largely export tea such names as 
Egypt, Turkey, Spaiv, with which we now carry on habitually a 
large corn trade, to be satisfied that this great increase of our 
trade in tea, and the facility of distributing it over all the world, 
has been amazingly promoted by our progress in free trade, 
though there are yet many amongst us who ,obstinately deny its 
advantages, and many more, we regret to say, who, professing to 
believe in them, are always scheming how they may avoid to act 
on the great principle. ur half converts are always doing 
what they can to smother the child they have unwillingly adopt- 
ed. The direct consequences of free trade in corn are immea- 
surably beneficial, but they are less beneficial, perhaps, than | 
the indirect consequences, as exemplified by the facility it has | 
given for extending trade of every description—trade so remote | 
as that between China and Turkey, of which we are the inter- 
mediate link, and extending, with trade, civilisation over the most | 
backward nations. 





LOUISIANA SUGAR CROP. ' 
AccorDING to the New Orleans Price Current, in its summary of 
the trade of that port for 1854-5, drawn up in accordance with their 
harvest year, the sugar crop of Louisiana in the year amounted to 
346,635 hhds, against 449,324 bhhds in the preceding year, aud 

21,921 hhds in the year before, a falling off as against 1853-4 of 
102,689 hhds. The reduction seems diminished less from a 
failure in the harvest than a change in the cultivation. Probably 
the large crop of the previous year did not pay, aud this year the 
cultivation of cotton has been substituted, it is said, to an increased 
extent for the cultivation of the cane. In the number of sugar 
houses there is a decrease compared to 1853-4 of 99, and 
compared to 1852-3 of 143. Besides the diminution of pro- 
duction, there has been, from various causes, an increased con- 
sumption. ‘he people of Europe have used more colonial sugar, 
while from New Orleans alone, in consequence of the defective 
vintage of the South of Europe, 8,728 dbis of molasses have 
been exported to Marseilles, Havre, and Bordeaux, to be used 
for the purposes of distillation. The price of sugar has, 
therefore, ruled high in New Orleans as in Europe, and it seems 
likely, till there be again greatly increased produetion, to continue 
everywhere comparatively high. The accounts of the growing 
crop, says the paper, are somewhat conflicting, but the general in- 
dications are certainly much less auspicious than last year. It

Trieste carries on a considerable trade with the Brazils and 
the United States, a part of which is for behoof of Germany or 
Austria; Germany has through Holland, also, a considerable 
trade with the Western world; from her Baltic ports, too, she 
has some trade to the same quarter; but the bulk of her oversea 
trade is carried on through Bremen and Hamburg, which makes 
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is i ation important. The total value of the trade may be 
nat saaea at ¥14,000,0001, and of this the continent and 
islands of America engross about 12,000,000/. Asia, including 
all the Indian islands, takes 800,000/, and Australia about 400,000. 
With the United States alone the trade amounts to about 
7,700,0001, which indicates how much Germany as well as England 
and all Europe are indebted to the prosperity of the the States for 
the extension of their prosperity. Australia; too, is already exert- 
ing a similar influence to the United States over Germany though 
in a minor degree, and the 400,000/, which now expresses the 
value to Germany of the trade with Australla, will soon swell to 
millions, as the population grows as it has grown in the States. 

The balance of trade, on the old theory, is very much in favour 
of Germany. The two cities send away 51,600,000 th., and receive 
only 45,800,000 th.—the balance being, on the old supposition, paid 
in the precious metals, tending more than a trade of which the 
balance was the other way to eurich Germany. The exports, it 
will be seen, to Australia are iarge, and the imports from 
Australia almost nothing. So far, however, as these exports have 
been paid for, and their value not lost to the Germans, as the 
value of much of our exports was lost, the payments have been 
made through England either by Australian gold or commodities. 
In the trade with Asia, however, the balance is on the other side— 
the imports are three times as great as the exports. To British 
North America, again, the exports are comparatively large, and 
the imports nil; so it is with California ; and to the United States, 
the exports far exceed the imports ; while from the West Indies 
and the Brazils the imports exceed in value the exports. Most 
of these differences are adjusted and the accounts settled in Lon- 
don, and, whether the imports exceed the exports or the exports 
exceed the imports, the trade in proportion to its extent is 
equally valuable. 


THE MAINE ELECTIONS. 


Tue vehement and abusive manner in which the Maine Liquor 
Law journals in the United States and in England speak of the 
recent elections in Maine, teaches us to regard them 4s an event 
of great moral importance. ‘They are stigmatised as the triumph 
of the party of “slavery and of rum,” and are described as sure 
to ‘lead to the repeal or essential modification of the Liquor Law.” 
They have been brought about, we are assured, ‘* by the fusion 
“ of the Hunker Whigs and Hunker Democrats in the legislative 
“ districts.” They are altogether the result of a party move, and 
the politicians, according to the statements, have routed the Pro- 
hibitionists. 

As long as this party move is successfu!, the prohibitory legis- 
lation will be inoperative or suspended, and thus temperance and 
sobriety are brought to depend, by those who make legislation 
the mere emhodiment of class or clique opinions, however correct 
or virtuous in the main, on the success or failure of political par- 
ties. Temperance, sobriety, the use without the abuse of beer, 
wine, and spirits, are all strongly recommended to all persons by 
peculiar qualities of theirown. ‘hese are the proper and just 
motives for using these drinks temperately, and for keeping sober. 
In many individual cases, strong and just motives may exist for 
total abstinence; but the Prohibitionists turn the moral world 
topsy-turvy when, for these motives, whether of temperance or 
total abstinence; they substitute their arrogant commands em- 
bodied by a party legislature into alaw. They strive to attain 
their objects by legislation; another party will pass a different 
law to attain different objects ; and thus, according to their view, 
aud by dint of their improper exertions, intemperance, or even 
drunkenness, may receive the sanction of legislation. By the sub- 
stitution of their commands for the natural motives for sobriety, 
they make moral virtue depend on the success of a political party, 
and promote ignorance by shutting out from view the suurces of 
knowledge. Worse thau this, they substitute a false theory for 
correct views, and prolong and even give a political triumph to 
the vice, the existence of which they deplore. 

It is clearly not enough that the right thing should be done: it 
should also be dons from the right motive. The Indian in Mexico 
or Paraguay, who is seduced or driven to Church by the influ- 
ence or power of the Catholic priest, and there counts his beads 
and goes through the ceremonies of religion, is not thereby made 
a Christian. He obeys orders, and would in like manner obey 
orders of a very different description. So a man is not made 
temperate and sober by obeying the law of the Prohibitionists: he 
is only made obedient to them, and the instant their power is re- 
laxed, and their law set aside by an opposite faction, his mo- 
tives for temperance and sobriety cease. Thus these gentlemen 
substitute a temporary prohibition for the valid reasons which 
always exist for temperance and sobriety. They prescribe a 
wrong motive for aright action. They treat men equal in all 
things to themselves like children, and command them to do 
what they would ultimately be sure to do of themselves. They 
want to make men sober, and they only make them subservient, The 
Prohibitionists themselves are temperate or areabstainers because 
temperance or abstinence is beneficial ; and why should they not 
rely on other men beivg guided by the same or similar motives ? 
To get wealth is pleasant, as well as to lead a temperate and sober 
life, and they would regard us as little better than madmen were 
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we to substitute a command for men to make their fortunes 
the natural, proper, and just motives which everywhere-and at 
all times exist for the acquisition of opulence. Their error the 
result of their own impatience to attain their own ends, consist 
in the creation of wrong motives for right actions. 


They seem to suppose, however, that if they can induce the 
people at large to demand such a law, that the popular sanction 
will make the motives right. But individuals are not to be sober 
and temperate because the bulk of the community commands it, 
but because temperance and sobriety are of themselves excellent 
The popular sanction, could it be obtained for a prohibitory law. 
would certainly ensure its being carried into effect. Such a law’ 
originating with the people, and totally different from laws to 
prevent smuggling or to levy heavy duties on spirits, would, as it 
were, execute itself. Still it would only be, like all laws, the ex. 
pression of the will of the majority, and there would always be g 
minori'y to be coerced. The large public, however, being every- 
where, might coerce the lesser publicand prevent drunkenness, W 
therefore, are not disposed to deny that such a prohibitory law 
could it be forced through the Legislature by the Alliance, might 
accomplish the special end in view ; and were it attended by no col- 
lateral evil effects, such as substituting obedience to the dictates of 
an ignorant multitude for obedience to facts and circumstances, 
might be defensible. But there is no general delusion which, 
embodied into a law, might not attain the special end ordained b 
the law; and on the same ground there is no law, the result of a 
popular demand, which is indefensible. Although the voice of the 
people be the voice of God—although in the end there may be no 
other criterion of right than this voice,—all history tells us that it 
is frequently terribly erroneous, and that no more mischievous 
principle could be enunciated than that the voice of the people, 
whatever it may ordain, should be embodied into permanent laws, 
This is to counteract nature, which by experience is continually 
teaching us that popular sentiments are popular delusions. In 
their own opinion, the Mormons have as good a right to embody 
Mormonism into a law as the temperance men to embody their 
views into a probibitory law; and we oppose the Prohibitionists, 
not because we do not wish as ardently as they to see an end of 
drunkenness, but because we are convinced that to make popular 
sentiments or popular delusions the basis of legislation, would be 
a far worse evil for society than much individual drunkenness, 
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NEWS FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 


An official report from the Turkish Commander-in-Chief at Kars 
communicated the following intelligence to Constantinople on 
the 13th :— 

On the 29th September the Russians had attacked Kars; the assault 
lasted eight hours, and during the conflict, which was fierce and obsti- 
nate, the enemy several times gained an entrance into some of the 
batteries with all their force, but were again driven back with consider- 
able loss, 

After having made the greatest efforts, the Russians were compelled 
to yield before the courage of our brave troops, and to retire, come | 
pletely routed. Besides the dead and wounded carried away during the | 
action, they left in and around the trenches of the fortress 4,000 men | 
killed, 100 prisoners, and one gun. | 

Our loss is from 700 to 800 men, among whom we have to regret 
the death of several superior officers. 


The Russians are preparing to retreat and abandon the siege. : 


Lord Redcliffe states that the Russians lost 2,500 men killed | 
and twice that rumber wounded. Upwards of 4,000 muskets | 
were left on the field. The loss of the Turks was about 700 | 
killed and wounded. | 

The battle, according to private accounts, lasted for more than || 
eight hours, and was carried on with the greatest despera- || 
tion on both sides. At one time the Russians succeeded in taking | 
two batteries; but before they had time to turn the guns round, | 
or even to spike them, the Turks rushed upon them with such | 
vigour as not only to regain possession of the batteries, but to |) 
decide the fortunes of the day. The Russians fell back upon | 
their comrades, who were throwu into confusion. The Tarks || 
then rushed out of the fortress, and massacred an enormous | 
number of the enemy, before they had time to form their ranks 
and recover from their surprise. Russian ¢tcounts adwit the de- 
feat, and attribute it to several officers of bigh rank having beeu 
killed or wounded early in the action. They allege that General 
Mouravieff has re-established the blockade of Kars. 


Both the French and English commanders communicate to their 
respective Governments an account of an attack made by a com 
bined French and Englisk force on the island of Taman and the town 
of Fanagoria. The Russians abandoned the place on the approach 
of the Allies, All the buildings in the town, and all the shelter they 
could afford to the enemy’s troops, were destroyed. At Fana- 
goria 66 cannon and four mortars were found in the fort; at 
Taman there were 11 24-pounders buried in the sand. By the 
2nd of October the destruction of Taman aud Fanagoria was 
complete. The expedition was to return to Kertch. 


News received, by way of Berlin from St Petersburg, informs 
us that the expedition sent in the direction of Udessa, to which 
we referred last week, has attacked Kinburo, at the entrance 
Dnieper and its junction with the Bug. As yet we have no other 
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than the Russian account of this important strategetical move- 
ment, which is as follows :— 
Oprssa, October 15. 

The enemy has made & descent on Kinburn Spit, near the Salt Lakes, 
but not in considerable force. Six of his steamers began to bombard Kin- 
bura Fort in the evening. 

The Fort replied with success, and disabled one of the steamers. The 
bombardment was resumed the next day. The Allies continue to hold 
in the Crimea the heights fronting the Upper Belbek valley in considerable 


General Simpson informs the Minister of War, under date of 
October 18th, that he has sent the brigade of Light Cavalry, "a- 
der Brigadier-General Lord George Paget, composed of the 
Carbineers, 4th and 13th Light Dragoons, and 12th Lancers, and 
one troop of the Royal Horse Artillery under Captain Thomas, 
to Eupatoria, to strengthen the French cavalry uuder General 
D’Alionville. He adds :—* ‘The corps of General de Salles have, 
“ during the past week, pnshed forward their advanced posts to 
“the high ground on the left bank of the Belbek, overlooking 
“Foti Sala. Their supports occupy a ridge from this place 
“ stretching towards the south to Markul. The main position of 
“the army is on high, bold ground, extending from Aitodor to 
“Markal, witb the reserves posted between the village of 
“ Urkasta and the bridge of Tinli. The corps is to be further 
“reinforced, with the view next week of making a strong re- 
“ connaisance of ‘the ground from Foti Sala towards Wyenbasb, 
“on the left bank of the Katcha.” 





Agriculture. 


THE FALL OF THE YEAR. 


Tue past week has presented little matter of much import in con- 
nection with English husbandry. The weather has been various, 
heavy rains alternating with intervals of five bright sunshine. 
The land has now become ia a good state for wheat sowing, and 
that work is proceeding satisfactorily. There has been no such 
opportunity for cleaning the land during the present autumn as 
was offered by the fine dry fall of last year and by that of 1853. 
Asan effect, we fiad many correspoadents of the agricultural 
press throwing doubts on the great importance, or at least on the 
absolute necessity, of cleaning laud in the autumn to the ueglect 
of other and more pressing work. A! differences of opinion on 
this subject are, however, easily reconcileable. As much of 
autumn cleaning as possible should be done, but, of course, such 
work must be subservient to the more pressing demauds on the 
farmer’s attention, such as wheat sowing, potato lifti..g, raising 
the root crops, and the like, It is plain that the farmer to do ail 
his work well, and in good season, must be strongly horsed and 
not afraid to employ a sufficient force of manuul labour to accom- 
plish all the work of his farm; the fact that many, probably the 
majority, of farmers are somewhat weak on these point-, may be 
taken to be the foundation of doubts which, in certain seasons, 
we find thrown upon improved practices which demand extra out- 
lay, great activity, or a season finer than usual, 


The price of wheat has advanced again during the past week, 
but the prices of barley, oats, aud pulse have rather receded. 
The approach of the time when the Baltic will be closed by ice, 
and the fact that at present prices of wheat in the Baltic ports are 
too high to admit of profitable export to this ccustry, are circum- 
stances in favour of a comtiouance of our present high prices. 
All accounts agree in estimating the produce ot wheat in this 
couutry as an average one, though less than the large crop of last 
year. Everywhere the variations in quality of different samples 
are noted, the best samples of the market being so:netimes worth 
303 per quarter more than the worst; and it must be observed 
there has been this year little, if any, wheat injured from wet 
during harvest. The weekly sales of wheat of the previous week 
were 155,921 qrs at 76s 6d, against 151,801 qrs at 56s 7d per qr 
in the corresponding week of last year. There can be no doubt 
that the increase of 20s a quarter thus early will lead to much 
economy in the consumption of wheat; and trade and employ- 
ment are much more ivjuriously affected by the war than they 
were last year. These considerations, with the stimulus to im- 
portation our preseut prices afford, render it very probavie that 
as the year rolls on we may find the supplies in this country fully 
ae to the demand, and that prices may recede considerably. 

e hope it will be so. 

At all the agricultural meetings lately hcl, the burthen of the 
Speeches reported has been the coudition—moral, social, and 
physica!—of the rural labourers. We bave elsewhere dealt par- 
tially with that question. 








THE AGRICULTURAL LABOURERS. 
HARVEST HOME IN NORFOLK, 
Tue zeal recently manifested at agriculcural mectiogs for the suppres- 
sion of drunkenness amongst our sural workmen and for the improve- 
ment of their dweliivgs, is chiefly satiefactory as a mode of calling 
attention to some very inveterate svcial evile in our rural disiricty. 
We do not anticipate any important or direct benefit from such mani- 
festations. Tue eviis lie deeper than can be reached by any ot the 
remedies we have seen suggested. It is weil, however, to use the sug- 
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gestions offered as means for proving the extent and depth of the evils 
complained of. If much positive good cannot be done by employers, 
they may at all events learn to avuid practices which tcad to increase 
the mischief ; and if landowners cannot at oace undo evils for 
for which they are largely responsible, they may nevertheless reverse 
their policy in reference to the abouring classes in the country. 

Nortolk is in many respects a model agricultural county. Its hus- 
bandry is perhaps more advanced—taking the county through— 
thao that of any other in Eogland. The farmers are usually men 
of capital ; the landowners are, as a body, more liberal and wise in the 
management of their property than in most other counties; aad the 
labourers have all the advantages which good husbandry and good 
mauagement of land offer to their class. Under such circumstances 
the state of the agricu!iural labourers in Norfolk may well b2 re- 
garded as affording a fair sample of the condition of Euglish rural 
labourers, and will aid us in investigating the causes which iuflueace 
that condition. 

At Banhaao, in that county, Lord Albermarle -has lately attracted 
a good deal of public attention by promoting a tea-drinking party of 
the labourers of his neighbourhood with their wives and ecluldren, as } 
@ substitute for the “ harvest homes,” in reality drinking bouts, by 
which the conclusion of the harvest in Norfolk is commonly cele- | 
brated. It seems that the labourers collect from their masters, their | 
tradesmen, and others, sums ot money under the name of “ largease,” | 
which they expend ia drink. This practice is not coufiaed to Nor- 





folk, but it seems to be carried on there most extensively and syste- || 
matically, | 
The Rav. Mr Surtees, in a letter to the Times, has given the fol- || 
lowing not very satisfactory accouat of the labouring class ia his | 
parish. He says the leading cause of their degradation is their want 
of education, and adds :— 
To vain have I tried every method to promote education among them. My || 
schoolrooms are excellent, well provided with booke, maps, &o, I brought | 
from Yorkshire a trained and intelligent master. I fancied he was too superior, | 
and obtained one from an agricultural distric’, who teaches them so wel! that | 
some of the neighbouring farmers send their sons to be educated by him. [| 
have in turn tried weekly payments, quarterly payments, and gratuitous eda- | 
cation, It ia all in vain. With a population of 1,100, I have only eight | 
children at echool ateve the age of ten years. Every child above six or seven | 
years of age is employed in field work, and even with tleir labour the ls or | 
2s a week they earn wiil hardly keep starvation from the cottage door. As 
we allow our labouring population to grow up without any taste for intellec- } 
tual pleasures, the whole man becomes animal, his babit« and tastes seasual. || 
His idea of pleasure is limited to ‘‘ beer aud skittles.’ His holydays are daye i} 
of drunkenness, If he marries, bis bride is in the family-way; he signs hie t 
name witha mark. While the East Anglian labourer is the firat labourer for i

At any rate, gentlemen, I am satisfied 
that we should get an excellent library ourselves; and I think if a certaia | 
portion of the artisans, tradesmen, bricklayer#, and labourers ia a parish could 
be induced to read, their example would ioduce Others to learm to read also, 
The great difficulty we have to contend with is thir,—it is all very well to talk 
about schools and educatios, but we hold out such 1: ducements to boys six or 
seven years old, that in a large family it would be very unnatural if fathers 
kept their sons ai school when they can earn 38 or 43 a week. Roys in this } 
district of Norfolk can get certain employment whea they are seven or eight | 
years old; they are removed from echool at about that age, and [ think the | 
most de-irabie pian would be to endeavour, if possible, to teuch those boys in | 
adult schools, wien they are old enough to see for themselves that it ig desira- | 
bie to learn. if 

This is a sound and practical suggestion. Do as muc! as possible H 
with the children by all means, but, we believe, most good might be | 
effected by leading the young men amongst the rural labourers to |! 
read or listen to reading. ‘Tue clergy are, perhaps, little adapted to || 
assist this movemeut, for their prot: ssional views induce them aoaiu- |! 
rally enough to reacer religious aud analogous subjects too promi- it 
neut or too exclusive.

On the importance of cottage accommodation for the elevation of | 
the agricultural labourer, ‘and the praciicai difficulties waich beset 
the subject, Lord Leicester said :— 

A great deal rests with the owner of the cottage in which the labourer re- 
sides, and next with the occupier of the land on wuich he is employed. First, 
asto the owner of the cottage. I have the misfortune—at least the mie- 
fortune as far as I am concerned—to be a wery considerable owner of cottege 
property. I bave endeavoured, a+ fir as I can» to improve the cottage of the 
labourer, aad in doing so 1 trust I have both pliysically and morally improved 
his condition, Ino the first place, I have endeavoured in buildiog my cottages 
to provide such acoommodation as will allow a tuman beiag to live in the way 
in whica a mun should live. Ia the next place, | have endeavoured to build 
these cottages at as littie possible loss to mys-:If as Ioau. To expect a profs 
from cottage property witout screwiog the tenant is impossible. By not al- 
lowing lodgers to be taken in, by enforcing a few other simple rules which it is 
becessary to make with the labouring classes, and by having my tevante ia 
nearly every case directly under me as their landlord, I Grmly velieve that I 
have improved their condition both physically and morally. 

If in addition to these Lord Leicester has provided a sufficient num- 
bir of cottages for the labourers who are employed upon his estates, 
he has doue, we apprehend, all that a8 @ landlord he can accomplish 
for the improvement of the habits of the labourers, so {sr as such 
habits depend upoa their dweiling:. But the prohivitioa he makes 
against taking lodgers is scarcely one which can be generally en- 


work in Exgland, he has yet imbibed a pauper spirit. If out of work, he j 
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forced is scarcely consistent with that freedom of action to 
ae! taboneing man is equally entitled with his richer fellow- 
countrymen. As a topical remedy, that prohibition may be and often 
is usefully enforced. The necessity for it, however, isa symptom 
of something wrong. First, it proves, from the constant effort the 
labourer who has a cottage makes to take in lodgers, that there is 
much want of accommodation for single men; and next, that the 
notions of the labourers themselves as to personal comfort and de- 
eency are at a very low standard. Various causes have induced this 
state of things. For many years past the practice of lodging and 
boarding the uamarried labouring men on the farmers’ premis:s has 
so much declined that it has ceased to be genera), and thus the 
| young men are thrown back upon the dwellings of -their own class 
| for board and lodging. And whilst a change was going on which 
|| maturally occasioned an increased demand {or cottages, the land- 
|| owners, with ecarcely an exception, have been pulling down and 
|| diminishing the number of cottages, with the view of saving their 
| estates from the burthen of pauperism, The fear of man as @ pauper 
| has been so great amongst the landowners, that hie value as a workman 
| has been weil nigh overlooked; and assuredly the degradation to which 
poor laws and their concomitants have condemued him have been 
until recently most grievously overlooked. The best thing a landlord 
| can do is to provide a sufficiency of substantial and moderate-sized 
| cottages for the population required to cultivate his estate ; and of 
| these some ought to go with each farm, so as to enable every farmer 
to furnish dwellings to some of his principal servants, and others 
| should be let to labouring men directly. Lord Leicester thus indi- 
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| 
cated the part the farmers may take in improving the labourers :-— 
As to the master who employs the labourer. When I, as an owner of cot- 
tage property, have done as much as I possibly can to improve the condition of 
| the labourer, much atill rete with the master who employs bim. I believe, 
| gentlemen, a good master makes a good man. I believe if a little more atten- 
| tion is paid in looking after the labourera we employ, we may make them, in 
| Many cases, much more efficient and give them a much greater interest in the 
| soilon which they work and in the prosperity of the master who employs them. 
| I believe that when we take labourers from another farm, by making a few in- 
quiries ipto their characters at the place which they have left, by paying the 
same kind attention to them that we pay to our domestic servants, by taking, 
in short, an interest in them which we have not hitherto displayed, we might 
induce among labourers a regard for character which at present does not exist 
sufficiently in our district. As far as my experience goes—and I have been a 
great employer of labour, aud I am well acquainted with the habits and feel- 
ings of the labouring classes—I believe no county in England will produce a 
labourer who will do so much work for the money paid him. At the same 
| time there are vices in the Norfolk labourer which it should be in our power 
toeradicate. I believe that the giving of largesse has a most injurious effect 
| upon our labourers; in many cases I think it ie the first introduction to the 
beershop. In ssying thie, I don’t wich for a moment to lessen the number of 
holydays and indulgences which our labouring classes possess, for they are few 
enough now, and i ehould be rather inclined to increase than to diminish 
them. It may be said that this custom of largesse is an old custom; but if the 
custom, though old, is a bad one, there is no reason why we should not 
abandon it. Ifan old custom isa bad one, let us get rid of it. One of the 
| Great evils we have to contend against is the vice of dronkenness. As an em- 
{| ployer, I find I can deal with men, let their vices be what they will, if they 
| arenot given todrunkenness. With the drunkard I can do nothing. It has 
|, been thecustom at Holkham to give a large sum every year as a largesse ; it 
| has aj] gone in drink, and I am ready to give that eum, and double that suma 
to assist any persons who are wi ling to use their energies to put a stop to that 
which I believe isa very great evil in this county. 
This is all very just, and the proposal of such modes of improve- 
:| ment indicate a new state of things in rural districts, depending on 
| the recent demand for labourers. For what inquiries could be made 
as to character, and what effective check held by the employer over 
| his labourers, when, labour being superabundant, he was obliged to 
_ employ those settled in his parish, or to contribute to their support in 
| idleness as paupers. The same causes rendered the labourers regard- 
jess of charater. In short, the Poor Law and its administration have

Panama Ix 1855. An Account of the Panama Railroad, of the Cities 
@ Panama and Aspinwall, with Sketches of Life and Character 


on the Isthmus. By Ropext Tomes. Published by Harper and 
Brothers, New York; Low, Son, and Co., London. 


Tus is the record of a short sojourn oa the Isthmus of Panama, oc- 
Casioned by the author having been invited to join a delegation of 
stockholders and others interested in the Panama Railroad to com- 
memorate its completion from ocean to ocean. His purpose in the 
work before us is to give an secount of the railway, probably as a means 
of advertising it, with sketches of life and character on the Isthmus; 
both of which subjects would seem to afford but material for a 
pamphlet, whereas they have been spun out by means of smart writ- 
ing to fill a volume of 250 pages. The work isan American im- 
portation, and is written in the dashing and swaggering style that 
seems prevalent in much of the modern periodical literature of our 
transatlantic brethren, and to which the English public has been 
lately introduced in such republications as Parker Willis’ works. 
Mr Tomes reminds us of that author in his cleverness, the varicty 
of his information, his keen enjoyment of tropical nature, and his 
power of reproducing it before the eye of his reader; while his de- 
fects of style are likewise exaggerations of Mr Willis’, inasmuch as 
he is considerably more flippant and valger. We believe that many 
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who would otherwise have been readers of the present work will be 
so disgusted at the offensive style that they will throw down the 
volume before reaching the information it contains. The latter we 
will attempt to eoadense. 

The Panama Railway was commenced by an American Company in 
1850, when any means of shortening the road to the gold-diggings of 
California seemed certain to ensure success to the projectors, The 
latter were of course anxious to make their work available while the 
tide of emigration flowed towards the golden land; but such were the 
difficulties presented by the soil and climate, that the whole length of 
the line, 49 miles, was not opened until the begicning of the present 
year. 

The town (Aspinwall) we had left was but five years ago a forest, and 
the pathway a jungle. For seven miles the road passes through a deep || 
marsh, in which the engineers, during the original survey, struggled 
breast-high. These seven miles are now as firm as a stone pavement, | 
Piles upon piles have been driven deep down into the spongy soil, and \| 
the foundation covered thick with a persistent earth brought from Monkey || 
Hill. : : : ; ‘ ; : : | 

Time is no laggard in the tropics; and life and death follow his fying | 
steps in quick succession. Such is the rapid growth of vegetation, that _ 
there are parts of the road which require to be cleared twice a year; 
and there is little doubt that, if the road were left to itself fora single 
twelvemonth, it would not be discoverable by a solitary trace. . , 

The island of Manzanil!a (through which the railway passes) is but a | 
few inches above the level of the Atlantic at high tide, and being as | 
porous as a sponge, from the nature of the soil—composed of the de- | 
tritus of vegetable growth—is, consequently, with the exception of a | 
narrow rim of coral shore, an oozy marsh. With such a soil and a per. | 
petual summer, the temperature of which rises to 84 deg., and never de- 
scends below 72 deg., with incessant rain six months of the year and 
frequent showers during the so-called dry season—from December to 
June—the island is, of course, unhealthy. The alternate action of sun 
and rain upon the rank vegetable growth, saturated with moisture and / 
seething in a constant summer-heat, necessarily keeps up a perpetual | 
process of rotting fermentation, which engenders intermittent, bilious, 
congestive, and yellow fevers, and the other malignant results of impure 
miasmatic exhalation. 

A physician, employed by the railroad company, who has been two 
years on the Isthmus, told me plainly that no one who resided over two 
months in Aspinwall escaped fever ; that the first attack was generally a 
severe bilious remittent which not seldom resulted in death, and was 
always followed by habitual fever and ague. Such, he assured me, was 
the intense malignity of the miasmatic poison, that perfect recovery from 
the disease of the climate, or perfect acclimation, unless a perpetual 
fever and ague may be so termed, was impossible. The beasts even do 
not escape. That hardiest of animals, the mule, is a frequent sufferer, 
and I made the acquaintance of a poor Newfoundland dog thac was a 
martyr to the universal complaint. 

I never met with a wholesome-looking person among those engaged 
upon the railroad. ‘There was not one whose constitution had not been 
sapped by disease, and all, without exception, are in the almost daily || 
habit of taking medicine to drive away the ever-recurring fever and ague. || 
The inhabitants of Aspinwall are obliged to mix medicine with their 
daily drink, and to pass round their pill-boxes with the frequency of 
French snuff-taker of the ancient régime. 

In their haste to forward the undertaking, the constructors of the | 
railroad used the wood grown on the Istimus, but so rapid is decay in | 
that hot and moist climate that they have already been compelled to 
subst itute /ignum vite iu many parts of the line, and even this wil 
have to give place to stone masoury and to iron in the case of bridges. | 
Moreover, of so destructive a character are the atmosphere and in- | 
seets, and so rapid the growth of vegetation, that there will always be | 
work for an army of labourers, and 500,000 dollars per anaum | 
are computed as the minimum rate of expense to keep up the line. || 
One million of dollars is considered rather @ large estimate of the || 
revenue to be expected, haif a million being available to pay the in- 1 
terest upon a capital of 7 millions, which was the sum expended upon

the work. It is, therefore, believed that the railway will pay 
about 7 per cent., but if weil managed it ought to become far more | 
lucrative, because a very large number of passengers to California still | 
take the less convenient route of Nicaragua, and the railway freights | 
have been fixed so high that most merchants continue to send their 
vessels round Cape Horn, while even the specie brought by the Eng- 
lish steamers from the South Pacific coast is seat across the Isthmus 
on mules and in barges down the river Chagres, because it can be thus 
conveyed at half the price demanded by the Railway Company. These 
future sources of revenue will, however, be partly counterbalanced by 
the decreasing traffic between the United States and California. 

The Government of New Grenada reserves to itself the right of re- 
deeming the railroad for the benefit of the State at the expiration of 
twenty years by the payment of five millions of dollarsto the Company, 
and at further intervals by proportionate payments. One peculiar 
feature in the management of the railway deserves notice .— 


The police of the road is not among the least arduous and expen- 
sive of the duties of the Company. The impotent Government of 
New Granada, finding itself too weak to exert the necessary authority 
to control the large body of men employed as labourers on the road, 
has delegated full powers to the Company. Accordingly, the railroad 
officials have taken into their hands the police of the Isthmus, and exer 
cise it with no weak sway. An armed guard, to the number of forty, 
was enrolled, and placed under the command of Ran Runnels, the 
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determination are recorded, by which he has made himself a terror to 
evil-doers. Whipping, imprisonment, and shooting down, in an emer- 

, have been liberally inflicted in the exercise of the powers dele- 
to the Company, which has the power of life and death on the 
Isthmus without appeal. 

As will be supposed, no towns are to be found in the interior of 
the Isthmus, and the stations are merely surrounded by smail villages, 
formed of # few straggling bamboo huts. The Company has attempted 
to found a city at the Atlantic terminus, but it is unlikely that 
Aspinwall will ever be inhabited by any one but the railway officials, 
It is situated on the island of Manzanilla, at the north-east of Navy 
Bay. Unfortunately, no good harbour is to be found either here or 
at the Pacific terminus, which is at the old Spanish city of Panama, 
and the difficulty of forming one is representei as very great. How. 
ever, Taboga is virtually the port of Panama, and this lovely island, 
situated three leagues to the south of that city, and which until the 
Californian emigration slept peacefully on the ocean, is already par- 
tially developed into a great Pacific port, The chapters relating to 
Taboga and the Pear! Islands are the most interesting in the work be- 
fore ue, though sadly marred by the egregiously vulgar style. The 
native race in the Isthmus of Panama and the neighbouring archipela- 
goes is @ mixture of Spanish, Indian, and Negro. Labourers from all 
parts of the world were brought together to make the railway, and the 
different effects of the climate upon the different races are shown in the 
following rate of mortality amongst them. It was “for the natives 
of all races, one in fifty; the coolies, one in forty; the Negroes(foreign), 
one in forty; the Europeans, one in thirty; and the Chinese, one in ten.” 





Toe Tripes oF THE Caucasus. With an Account of Schamyl and 
the Murids. By Baron Aveust von Haxrmavusen, Author of 
“Transcaucasia,” &c. Chapman and Hall. 

Tuts little volume contains a brief and succinct sketch of the history, 

politics, and antiquitivs of the Caucasian tribes, bringing forcibly be- 

fore the reader the difficulties attending any settlement of that part of 
the “ Eastern Question” which concerns these districts. 

Within an area about the same as that of Sweden, containing 
& population about half again as numerous, there appears a variety of 
peoples, nations, and languages, to which it would be difficult to find 
@ parallel in any other part of the world. No fewer than seventy 
distinct languages are spoken among a population of less than five 
millions. And since these different tribes have different creeds, as 
well as distinct and often conflicting national sympathies and political 
interests, the problem (which the author touches upon) of their 
eventual destiny presents no ordinary amount of complications and 
embarrassments. 

More than one-third of the volume is devoted to a vety brief account 
ef the legendary and historical antiquities of the region—the Cauca- 
sian wal!, Derbent, the ancient races inhabiting the country, &c.— 
from which we gather that its material prosperity has considerably 
declined, especially since the days of the Mahommedan conquests. 
But against all conquerors—Roman, Persian, Christian, or Mahomme- 
dan—the highlanders of the mountain range have vigorously main- 
tained their independence, while the Georgians and Armenians on the 
West, the Persian and Tartar races on the East, have long been more 
or less habituated to foreign dominion. Baron von Haxthausen 
makes very clear the complete severance, religious and political, of 
the various tribes—a severance so marked as to render next to im- 
' possible their union under any one sovereignty, or the establishment 
of any general or permanent political relations with them. Their 
national sympathies and antipathies seem to depend rather on reli- 
gious than political feelings. Even the races most bitterly hostile to 
Russia seem by no means favourably inclined to Turkish or Persian 
tule ; while the Georgians and Armenians are not only attached to 
Russia, but decidedly inimical to the Mahommedan Powers. The 
free nighlanders are mostly Mahommedans, but, under a new develop- 
ment of that faith, of which the famous Schamyl, though not the 
originator, is at present the director and prophet. To the history of 
the rise and progress of this sect, whose distinguishing churacteristic 
appears to be an intense hatred of infidel dominion, the latter part 
of the volame is devoted. It gives a spirited account of the origin of 
“Muridism ” in the preaching of an aged village priest, its rapid 
spread, and varying success under its military chiefs, of whom Schamy! 
is the third. His remarkable system of civil and military organisa- 
tion,—aiming apparently to unite, as did Mahommed, the characters 
of priest and warrior in the soldiers of the faith—is briefly delineated. 
The following passage throws some light on the character ot this re- 
markable chieftain :— 

Schamyl declares openly and solemnly to the Murids and the people, 
that he has direct revelations from Allah and the prophets, and at im- 
portant moments receives their immediate commands, Before engaging 
in any great undertaking, Schamyl prepares himself by religious prac- 
tices; he retires into a cavern, or shuts himself up closely; no one is 
allowed to him. For three weeks he remains in ~ 
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Praying and fasting, and absorbed in the study of the holy books. 
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and Moollahs, and commeni- 
commands which Mohammed, under 
tohim. He then goes forth among the 
’ large multitudes before his courtyard. He 
prays, recites verses from the Koran, and declares with a loud voice what 
Allah and the Prophet have commanded. The people all sing a solemn 
hymn. the men draw their daggers, and renew their oath to remain true 
to the — oo —— the unbelievers. They then all disperse, 
crying aloud, ‘ great, Moham 
Schamy] his second.” é . en ’ ™ = ——T ws 
The belief in the prophetic character of Schamyl at first gra- 
dually, but it is now perfectly established. — Sater detent no ne 
has dared to ascribe any blame to him; the disaster is attributed to the 
fault of others, and regarded as a trial inflicted by Allah upon the people. 
At the present moment there is probably not one of the faithful in the 
Caucasus who doubts that Schamy! has the mission of an inspired pro- 
phet from Allah. In consequence, he everywhere meets with universal 
obedience, and has performed incredible exploits. 
The old sectarian hatred between Sunnites and the Shiites has been 
completely appeased by Schamyl in the Caucasus: the new doctrines, 
the new revelations, which the lips of the Prophet proclaim, have dis- 
solved the old disputes, and reconciled all differences of opinion. 
In conclusion, it is to be ndticed that the author regards Eastern 
politics in general, and the Caucasian question in particular, from a 
point of view which, if not Rassian, is certainly not English. The 
volume is, nevertheless, a valuable addition to our information on @ 
subject at present especially interesting to the public.

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THE POSITION OF THE BANK OF ENGLAND, AND THE BANK | 
ACT OF 1844. |

Sir,—In a letter I addressed to you on 3rd July last, I affirmed it to 
be “ pretty certain that, but for the Bank having fixed the rate of dis- 
count so low as 3}, the rate in the market vould go higher.” I also | 
spoke ofthe then recent reduction in the rate of interest as “ not neces- 
sary,” and “‘a measure of questionable policy as regards the well-being 
of the country, under existing circumstances.” 

1 think the course of monetary {matters since that time proves the 
justice of the conclusion I then drew. It is indeed stated, and probably | 
with truth, that the exhaustion of our stock of bullion has been the con- 
sequence of some unusual action on the part of our neighbours, which | 
could not fairly have been anticipated and provided against. But still, 
I think the Directors of the Bank of England, having, without reason, 
or rather against reason, reduced the rate of interest in the face of ex- 
pected foreign loans, have not been sufficiently prompt in again raising 
it, notwithstanding the warning afforded by the Bank returns. It is true 
that even an earlier rise in the rate of interest might not have secured | 
us from a loss of bullion, if that is caused by exceptionable circum: | 
stances, not controllab'e as in the general and natural course of mone- | 
tary matters—but stil], putting that question [on one side, there was | 
sufficient warning to demand some earlier action by the Bank on the rate | 
of interest—the only means of influencing the money market available to | 
that establishment. | 

For, the bullion in the Bank having reached 18,200,000! on the 23d 
June, immediately after the reduction in the rate of interest ; inevery 
subsequent return there has been a diminution of the stock, which on | 
the 6th Oct. was 12,200,000, showing a decrease of 6,000,000/. Now, | 
the Bank Directors took no steps to check the adverse progress of their | 
business till the 6th September, when the rate of interest was raised again 
from 34 to4 percent. The bullion return of the 8th September, the | 
probable character of which must have been pretty well known to the | 
Directors when they decided upon this rise of interest, was 14,200,000/, | 
showing a reduction of just 4,000,0007. In every return since the maxi: | 
mum of 23d June, there was a loss of bullion, without anything like a | 
rally. Would it not, then, have been judicious for the Directors, when | 
they found the bullion continuously going away, to apply their remedy 
When this had happened for six weeks, and there had been a Joss | 
2,000,000;, as was shown in the return of the 4th August, I think the 
Directors should have returned to 4 per cent. The absolute amount of 
bullion at that date, 16,200,0002, was no doubt very considerable ; but 
to judge correctly of the monetary condition and prospects of the country, 
it is more important and instructive to observe the progress of the Bank's 
business than its actual position at any one period. 

The comparison of the condition of the Bank, as shown in the last re~ | 
turn, with its condition at the same period of last year, exemplifies |

Submitting, then, that the Bank Directors committed some error in 
‘management—first, in reducing the rate of interest, and then in delay- 
ing to raise it again—I proceed to consider the Bank’s present position. 
This of itself appears to me by no means alarming. A stock of bullion of 
‘12,300,000/,. with remedial measures in progress, ought to give ample 
scope and time enough for bringing round the Bank’s business, espe- 
cially when, as is allowed to be now the case, the commerce of the 
‘country is in a very wholesome condition. This is, however, on the 
supposition that things are left to their natural course. But there are 
two considerations which arise to obscure and render uncertain a future 
otherwise clear enough. 

Whatever may. have been those operations of the Bank of France or 
‘of other parties which have taken away our bullion, of course some- 
thing was given in exchange for it, and that must have been bills. These 
‘may have been bills on England, collected on the Continent and sent 
here more speedily than usual, and here diseounted ; or they may have 
been bills created for the purpose, though not ostensibly so. But 
these bills, whether of one or other kind, in due course must be paid, 
and the immediate effect of their realisation must be to restore the stock 
of bullion in England, as has already been plainly stated by those who 
have remarked on our present position, and there cannot be a doubt of 
the correctness of the statement. But still there remains an element of 
uncertainty. It seems probable, if the Bank of France has been 
buying gold at an unnatural cost, that the French Government has 
directed and encouraged such a proceeding, for we have already seen 
some arbitrary interference of that Government in monetary matters ; 
and we cannot but look at the possibility of some further Government 
measure, which might, perhaps, somewhat interfere with the return of 
bullion to this country. This, therefore, I deem a possible cause of in- 
terruption of that recovery of our monetary position which would other- 
wise naturally occur. 

The other, and more serious circumstance, which in my view obscures 
the future, inasmuch as it may interfere with the ability of the Bank to 
right itself, is the possible action of the Bank Act of 1844. In con- 
sequence of the unwise provisions of this act, the Bank Directors, at the 
date of the last return, had only a reserve of 6,000,000! (5,473,000! notes 
and 514,000? bullion, equal to 5,987,000/) available, instead of 12,300,000/, 
the real mass of bullion actmally in their pessession; for, beyond that 
reserve, they cannot make use of any bullion without forcibly abstracting 
from the hands of the public an equal sum of bank notes. Not ouly is 
this obligation on the Bank Directors ruinous, inasmuch as it could 
never be acted upon without great damage to the monetary system of 
the country, but it is, i make bold to Say, absurd; since a state of 
things might arise where a compliance with the law would be absolutely 
impracticable—that is, without destruction to the Bank. The deposits in 
the Bank are by the last return nearly 18,000,000; (7,106,000! public 
and 10,837,000! private). Now, if only a little more than one third of 
this amount were demanded to-morrow by the depositors in gold, the 
Bank could not pay without breaking the law. No doubt, this is not a 
likely§thing to happen, but a principle can only be tested by sorrving it 
out to an extreme; and were this case to arise, what is to be done? The 
Bank must stop payment, while perfectly and abundantly solvent. This 
is a predicament which was anticipated, and stated by one of those who 
wrote against the original enactment of the law; but, perhaps, the in- 
jurious working of this measure may be more forcibly impressed on the 
public mind, when it is exposed in its operation on the actually existing 
state of things. 

Fortunate it would be for the country, if those who have the power of 
regulating the monetary system could yet rid of the idea that it is proper 
to connect the bank note circulation with the credit system, when the one 
has nothing on earth to do with the other. As has been already shown, 
the Bank has lost 6,000,000/ of treasure since last 30th June; but there 
has been no variation in the quantity of bank notes used by the public. 
The amount on 30th June was 21,000,000/; four returns in July ave- 
rage 21,900,000!, being temporarily increased by payment of dividends ; 
four returns in August average 21,400,000! ; five returns in September 
average 20,900,000/ ; and the return on 6th October is 21,300,000/. 
The use of bank notes by the British public has nothing to do with the 
operations of commerce between this and other countries. We see no 
trace of the law being operative during the time a large abstraction of 
bullion occurs ; the bullion has been taken out of the Bank reserve, 
which is kept for the very purpose of supplying such a demand, without 
the slightest action on the bank note circulation, or on the metallic cir- 
culation either. And if there were no such thing as a bank note in ex- 
istence, the same thing precisely would have happened; the bullion 
would have been taken out of the Bank hoards, and not any out of the 
Circulation. As regards the Bank of England note circulation, so long as 


it continues in credit, it will take care of itself, and the public will sustain 
im use just enough, and no more than enough, for its purposes. The 
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bullion in the Bank is mainly kept for the general business of the country, 
and no attempt should be made to connect the amount of bank notes in 
—— am ~ increase or decrease, 

Fhis act of 1844 is ectly useless for an urpose, and is 
active only for mischief. he advocates say it oe as it makes 
the Bank Directors more cautious. But the office of a law is not to 
suggest caution, but to actvally enforce some line of action, which this 
law does not ; for it is sure to be suspended again if it were really 
coming into effect, since the business of the country could not other- 
wise go on. At the present moment, nevertheless, it hangs ominously 
over the money market. In the present position of the Bank of Eng- 
land, with above 12 millions of bullion and unbounded credit, the Bank, 
with perfect freedom of action, could scarcely become embarrassed, 
there being margin enough for carrying out the operations necessary to 
tide over any difficulty. But men’s minds are disturbed by the existence 
of this act, which stands in the way and cuts off a large portion of 
the Bank’s resources from wholesome use. 

This act, and the other contingency I have referred to, are the only 
circumstances which, as it appears to me, make the present position ef 
monetary matters cause for anxiety: the position in itself is not very 
serious. We cannot control the proceedings of other countries ; but I 
do trust some exertion will be made to get rid of the injurious provi- 
sions of the Bank Act of 1844, A Bayger.

and benefit the Exchequer without oppressing the nation. Were it neces- 
sary to issue One-pound notes (already in use in Sco'land and Ireland) 
to the extent of 30,000,000/ on the plan suggested, sovereigns would be 
set at liberty for exportation tothe amount of 20,000,000/, and a revenue 
be derived of 800,000! per annum, so long as the notes remained in cir- 
culation. This suggestion made by me in a pamphlet some time ago, is 
not intended merely as a temporary remedy for the present monetary

The free trade in wheat which now exists in this country (for the tri- 
fling duty of 1s per quarter will scarcely interfere) must tend to make Eng- 
land the universal mart for all corn-exporting countries. It has, however, 
the market price here must be influenced by the demand thereby created, 
and it will rise to the level of the price in such country, less the expenses 
of transport and profit. This difficulty is counterbalanced to a great ex- 
tent by the constant supply under free trade, which prevents the recur- 
rence of famine prices, except where bad harvests are very general. 

It is not very long ago since capitalists were trembling under the ap- 
prehension that the new and great supply of gold would rapidly increase 
prices and /ower the rate of interest; and even our financiers endea- 
voured to meet the popular opinion by creating a 24 per cent stock. It 
will be found that such great changes can only take place slowly. A 
very trifling annual addition made to the money value of any commo- 
dity will in a century assume a gigantic amount. We have seen this 
take place in the century following the discovery and introduction of the 
precious metals from America. Vast as the amount of gold may be, which 
is now annually poured into the world’s treasury, still the effect produced 
is only a per centage on the gross existing amount ; but of what that 
amount may be, we have only a very vagueidea. 1! believe that I might 
very safely predict that gold will continue for many years to maintain 
its value, and that the power of absorbing it from the commercial market 
will go on till a gold circulation will exist far more universally than at 
present, without anticipating the possible event of a diminished supply.

THE CREDIT MOBILIER. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—Permit me to sugzest to the writer of the article on the Credit 
Mobilier, in your number of the 13th instant, that while professing to 
correct the misapprehensions which exist respecting that important 
institution, he has himself fallen into some singular errors, which a 
perusal of the statutes and reports of the company would have enabled 
him to avoid. As tothe question of its being a bank in the common 
acceptation of the term, M. Periere distinctly stated in April, 1854, that 
it was ‘‘a bank of deposit, a loan bank, and a bank of emission.” It 
receives deposits at interest, it opens accounts current, and it issues 
notes payable at short dates (not less than 45 days) bearing interest— 
all of them operations which look very like banking, especially when 
we find the chairman adding on the same occasion that it looked 
eventually to the difference of rate at which it could borrow, and 
that at which it could employ money, as the permanent source 
of profit. The writer states, moreover, that the managers 
| have not exercised their power of issuing obligations to any extent 
whatever. This needs no other reply than two lines extracted 
from their balance sheet of December 31, 1854 :—“ Dr to accounts 
current and obligations of the company, 64,924,379f;” and im 
the profit and loss account, “ To interest on accounts current and 
obligations of the society, 2,128,000f."” Finally, as to the power of iseuing 
short bills, M. Pereire urged the adoption of a resolution empowering 
the managers to issue paper of shorter date than 45 days, which might 
pass from hand to hand “ as money;” and of such paper allow me to say

The East India and China Association have published their usual 
comparative statement of the number of ships, both British and 
foreign, with their aggregate tonnage, entered inward and cleared 
outward with cargo from and to places within the limits of the 
East India Company’s charter, from the Ist of January to the 30th 
of September. According to the statistics of ships entered inward 
the port of London presents an increase of 27 vessels and 28,512 
tone, the difference between 629 vessels with 337,936 tons in 1854, 
and 656 vessels with 366,448 tons 1855. In the case of Liverpool, 
there is an increase of 8 vessels and 29,653 tons, the arrivals in tha 
former period having been 195 vessels with 115,522 tons, and 203 
vessels with 145,175 tons. The return for Bristol «xhibits an increase 
of one vessel and 721 tons, the difference between 29 vessels and 
11,913 tons and 30 vessels and 12,634 tons. With regard to the 
Clyde, there is a decrease of 22 vessels and 6,397 tons, the arrivals 
having been in 1854 47 vessels with 17,498 tons, and in 1855 25 
vessels with 11,101 tone. Taking a review of these figures, the total 
net increase presented is 14 vessels and 52,489 tons, the difference 
between 900 vessels with 482,869 tons, and 914 vessels with 535,358 
tons. The arrivals from Madras, the Philippine Islands, and the 
Cape of good Hope show the greatest augmentation. The statistics 
of vessels cleared outward exhibit ia the case of the port of London a 
decrease of 81 vessels, but an increase of 6,023 tons, the departures 
for the respective periods having been 720 vessels with 337,791 tone, 
and 539 vessels with 343,814 tons. The return for Liverpool shows 
‘| a decrease of 48 vessels and 77,310 tons, the difference between 316 
vessels with 224,964 tons, and J64 vessels with 302,274 tons. In re- 
lation to Bristol the figures present a large alteration, consequent 
solely upon the increase in the capacity of vessele, the departures in 
1854 having been 11 vessels with 3,678 tons, andin 1855 11 vessels 
with 6,241 tons, The return for Clyde exhibits a decrease of 9 vessels 
and an increase of 5,160 tons, the respective totals being 93 vessels 
and 45,782 tons in 1854, and 84 vessels and 50,945 tons in 1855. The 
general results are a decrease of 142 vessels and an increase ot 91,059 
tons, the aggregate of departures in 1854 having been 1,140 vessels 
with 612,215 tons, and in 1855 998 vessels and 703,274 tons. The 
great decrease in departures was to New South Wales, New Zealand, 
and the Cape of Good Hope. 


The advices from Si Petersburg continue wholly deveid of any re- 
marks beyond the simplest commercial topics, Tne amount of pro- 
duce being sent forward to the frontier was comparatively small, and 
the rete of exchange had dropped to 353d, thus iucreasing the profit 
of smnggling gold out of the country. ‘lhe bad accounts of the grain 
crops in the northern provinces are fully coufirmed, and this new ele- 
ment of embarrasment is likely to prove important. The qu°ntity of 
tallow despatched this season was 33,000 casks, agai ast 54,000 in the 
corresponding period of last year, 81,393 in 1853, aud 61,056 in 1852. 


The freight market continues steady, with little alteration in rates. 
The demand for tonnage in the Hast Indis trade continues tolerably 
active, the chief business being in charters for rice from.Akyab, 
Bassein, Moulmein, and Rasgoon, at 95s to 105s for the United King- 
dom or ports on the Continent between Havre and Hamburg .From 
Bombay ships have been fixed at 3: 5s, but shipowners are asking 
2s 6d to 5s per ton above this rate, and with good prospects of suc- 
cess. Moulmein, 5! 5s (teak) ; Mauritius, 60s for the round, taking 
coals or goods out free ; Singapore, for smalt ships, five guineas for 
the round; Manilla, 4/; Calcutta, 4/ 15s; Madras, 3;15s, &e. Out- 
ward freights to the East Iodies continue; very duil, and without 
any tendency to improvement. Australian freights continue to «xhibit 
depression, Good A 1 ships command about 50s per register ton, and 
foreign flags 5s less, to load on the berth, with long laying days. For 
Australian ships homewards the best employment is in charters for 
guano or nitrate of soda, the former at 90s from the Chincas, and 
the latter at 80s from Iquique, &c. Mediterranean coal freights are 
buoyant, with an increasing demand for tonnage, which offers slowly. 
The export to the seat of war is also much more active, and rates 
are advancing. We quote 46! to the Bosphorus, with option of 
a safe port in the Crimea at 56/, from the Tyne or Hartlepool; 44s to 
54s from Wales; 36s to 463 from Liverpool, or 35s to Constantinople 
direct ; Trieste, 32s 6d; Smyroa, 30s, &c. There is also fair inquiry tor 
tonnage to load at this port oats, hay, &c.; for the Crimea, and a 
large export of stores by the Government, for which good rates 
have been puid—(72s 6d to 758 for Scutarior Balaklava, &c.) Home- 
wards business is still limited to grain freights trom the Danube, 
Alexandria, and the coast of Morocco, at our Jate quotations. There 
is also a smaji business doing in charters for conveyance of hay 
from Genoa, Leghorn, Naples, &c., to the Bosphorus and Black See, at 
283 and 35s per ton respectively. American freights couioue to com- 
mand attention, und a large fivet of vessels is being fitted out for 
the States. There is no advance in the rates offered on this side ; 
say, 93 wheat, New York; 10°, New Orleans; or $d cotton. In 
Brezil and West India freighis there is no alteration of moment. 
Havana charters are the most important in extent—70s being offered 
for the round, tuking coals outfree. Therutes currentat Newerstle

The present returns show an increase of circulation, 318,130 ; 
a decrease of public deposits, 2,746,6731; an increase of private 
deposits, 1,068,282! ; a decrease of securities, 1,367,950/, made up by 
a decrease in Government securities of 857,103/, and a decrease of 
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private securities of 510,8471; a decrease of bullion, 526,860/, 
the bnilion being now only 11,752,421/; a decrease of rest, 
522.2261; and a decrease of reserve, 883,8701. These great 
changes inthe Bank accounts are similar to those which usually 
take place at this period, though the decrease of private securities 
is unusually small. 

The Bank of England yesterday further advanced its rate of 
discount from 5} per cent., at which it has stood since the 4th 
inst., to 6 per cent. for bills not having more than 60 days to 
run, and to 7 per cent. for those from 60 to 95 days. All bills of 
a longer date it rejects. 

The Bank of France, too, has advanced its rate from 5 per cent., 
at which it was fixed on the 4th inst., to 6 per cent, and it will 
advance on railway shares only 30 instead of 40 per cent. 


The alteration here, though not wholly unanticipated, disconcerted 
many persons. It was larger than was expected. It was, 
too, peculiar. It is not usual to publish the intension of the 
Bank to discount bills of different dates at different rates, nor to 
announce an intention to reject all bills of dates beyond ninety 
days. The latter affects particular classes of bills, such as the 
four months’ bills given for cotton, aud the cotton market was 
sensibly affected by the measure. Probably the people of Liver- 
pool and Manchester feel it acutely, and we understand that at 
the former place, as soon as the information reached it by tele- 
graph, some of the leading men set about getting up a petition for 
an alteration of the Bank Charter, which we also understand was 
numerously signed. ‘The last time that such sudden and repeated 
alterations in the rate of discount took place (1847) we had to re- 
cord week after week numerous and alarming bankruptcies: now, 
scareely a bankruptcy more than usual takes place (though last 
night’s Gazette records the bankruptcy of Sir Robert Price, M.P., 
iron manufacturer), trade is every where sound, and commercial men 
are astonisbed at successive rises for which they see in commerce nv” 
adequate motive. If, they say, the gold be withdrawn from political 
causes, to supply the temporary wants of a Government by loans, 
whether negotiated in Amsterdam or New York, it will soon come 
back, and its temporary withdrawal ought not to subject us to great 
inconvenience and heavy losses. The proceedings of the Bank gene- 
rate apprebensions for which at present there seems no reasonable 
cause, and tend to produce «he evi's of amoney panic. Every- 
body is hoarding. Money is said to be plentiful, but nobody will 
lend it; and commerce, constituting the very sinews of the national 
strength, which can supply the Government with ample means 
for carrying on the war, is lamed, they say, without an adequate 
cause, by the action of the Bank. We offer bere no opinion on 
this action, but every person you meet deduces from this last rise 
in the rate of discount an argument for altering or sweeping 
away the Bank Charter. . 

Five per cent.is given for money on call, but the terms o 
which bills are discouated are so various that no quotations can 
be made. Money is said to be plentiful ia some quarters, but 
nobody will lend. Every person prefers to keep his stock in depo- 
sit in the banks, at a low rate of interest, to lending it at a high 
rate of interest. Some benks that are usually extremely liberal 
refuse to lend at all. 

The exchanges have not declined, and are quite as firm as last 
post. 

The import of precious metals has been, from New York 
209,162 dollars, or about 42,0001; by the West India steamer 
108,000/, of which 65,0002 gold. Liverpool advices notice the 
unuseal feature of a shipment of 20,000 in gold by the Africa, for 
the United States. ‘The Peninsular and Oriental steamer Sultan 
has taken 18,250/ to Lisbon and Cadiz. 

The week’s imports of silver trom Holland and Belgium have 
been 32,000/. 

_ The funds have been fluctuating in the week, and on Wednesday 
improved considerably. They have since gone backwards, and 
Consols opened and closed to-day at very nearly the same figure 
as last Friday. The public have been continual buyers, vesting 
the dividends in this safe manner, which has kept up the price.

The circular of Messrs Maitland, Cuthbert, and Co., of Paris, 
states :—“ We are given to understand that a Dutch house has 
now contracted a loan with the Russian Government for five 
millions sterling.

We heard to-day, though more as a rumour than an authentic | 
statement, that an eminent American house in the city of Lon- | 
don has undertaken, in conjunction with houses in New York, to | 
procure a loan for the Czar, and that this is one of the 
sources of the drain of gold. Our aceounts from New York cer- 
tainly show gold was leaving the banks there, as it has left and 
is leaving the banks in London and Paris. 

On the 3rd of October the demand for money in New York was 
more active, but, with an adequate supply, there was bat little 
stringency apparent. Bills drawn against heavy exports of bread- 
stuffs and cotton were increasing, and foreign exchanges declining. 
Freights continued to advance, and shipowners are to be con- 
gratulated upon the pleasant prospects of making up for the 
losses sustained during the past twelve months. Tonnage was 
scarce. 

The bank statement for the week was unfavourable, showi0g 
a decrease of 1,746,262 dols in the specie reserve, a redaction

Rice continues in demand for export, and is very firm. 

By the circular of Messrs Goll & Co., dated Amsterdam, October 12th, 
we are informed that the colonial markets were good. Sugar was much 
demanded. Indigo had been largely sold at improving prices. Most arti- 
ticles were firm. The difficulties of the money market in other countries 
had not affected sales in Amsterdam, but a rise in the Bank rate of dis- ! 
count there was not unlooked for. 

Thes@gentlemen remind us that with the Ist of Jan.,1856, the law comes 
into operation in Holland for abolishing tonnage duties, and that ships 
may enter Amsterdam with advantage in comparison to the harbours of 
Belgium. It is pleasant to see these countries competing with each 
other in the race of free navigation. The port of Amsterdam is now 
further recommended by the opening of the railway betwixt Arnheim 
and Emmerick, which will facilitate the communication with Germany. 
We hail with great satisfaction all such appeals to the great com- 
mercial public, offering them cheapness and facility of communication. 

The Liverpool! cotton market has been rather flat during this week, 
notwithstanding which the total sulee have been large, being 54,000 
bales, of which spinners have taken 43,000 bales, speculators 5,000 
bales, and exporters 6,000 bales.

| whole of the leading markets held this week. Although there has been 
|| scarcely any demand for shipment to the continental markets, foreig. 
| wants having been mostly supplied by floating cargoes from the west- 
|| ward, the trade for all kinds has ruled active, and prices have advanced 
| from 2s to 3s per quarter. Foreign wheat has come slowly to hand, and 
|| sold at fully 2s per quarter above previous rates. As regards spring corn 
| and flous, the inquiry for most kinds has been tolerably firm, but with- 
out leading to any material change in the quotations. At Liverpool, 
| how ever, foreign flour has been held firmly at 2s to 2s 6d per sack 
| more money. 
|| In France, flour has fluctuated in value, and it has now become some- 
| what dearer. The supplies do not increase in proportion to the available 
| supply of water-power. The demand for wheat in the Lower Baltic 
|| ports has not increased, owing to the high rates demanded by holders. 
| At Dantzic, 94s per qr has been paid for fine heavy parcels, and at 


| Hamburg 110s has been realised for Holstein seed parcels. The value 
|| of both wheat and flour at New York is yet too high to admit of profit- 
| able shipments, with the latter article worth no more in London than 
|| from 41s to 45s per bri, Large quantities of flour continue to be shipped 
|| from Spain, without leading to anything like scarcity. The new crop of 
|| wheat has proved large, and of very fine quality. The markets in 
|| Egypt are very firm, and the quotations have further improved. 

|| Our own crop of wheat, though in some districts it is decidedly in- 
|| ferior to last year, is turning out tolerably well ; yet from the necessity 
|| Of importing largely into this country as well as into France to meet 
| consumption, and from the fact that France is likely to draw large sup-

Oats heve come slowly to hand, and there has been a fair sale for them. 

Beans and peas have realised full prices, with the exception of white 
qualities of the latter, which have given way 2s per quarter. 

Flour has sold freely at 1s per sack and barrel more money.

CONSTANTINOPLE AND BELGRADE.—With ‘a view to develope the 
resources of the Ottoman empire, it has been determined by His Majesty 
the Sultan to establish a system of railway communication therein. The 
Imperial Ottoman Embassy at London, it appears, have been authorised 
to make known to the capitalists of Great Britain generally the decision 
of the Sublime Porte on the subject, and to submit a statement of the 
fundamental conditions on which the concession for constructing and 
working a line of railway between Constantinople and Beigrade will be 
based. 


TRAFric RETURNS OF THE UNITED KinGpom.—The traffic returns of 


railways in the United Kingdom published for the week ending October | 


6 amounted to 443,692, and for the corresponding week of 1854, to 
405,645/, showing an increase of 34,046!. The gross receipts of the 
eight railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the 
week ending as above to 203,042/, and for the corresponding week of 
jast year to 184,498/, showing an increase of 19,544!. 

Frencn Raitway Trarric.—The receipts on the Northern of France 
Railway from the Ist of January last to the 7th of October amounted to 
1,488,546/, and for the corresponding period of 1854 to 1,200,793/, 
showing an increase of 287,753/, or 23°9 per cent. Toe receipts on the 
Paris and Lyons Railway for the above period amounted to 1,241,374/, 
and for the corresponding period of 1854 to 687,182/, showing an in- 
crease of 554,192/, or 80°7 per cent.
